in trust forever the sum of 
$200, the income to be used 
in perpetuity for the upkeep 
of the lot on which I am 
buried.

ration of divorces in Ohio increas- 
ed during the past 60 years from 
1 in every 23.4 marriages to 1 in 
every 4.1, according to figures | 
given out today by ^Secretary of 
State Clarence J. Brown. 


More marriages and divorces 


were authorized in the Buckeye 
state last year than in any pre- 
ceding year. Brown said.. His 
records show that last year, there 
were 66,691 marriages and, 16,153 
divorces in this state.

ANSWERS CALL 


One of Greatest Figures of 


American Stage Succumbs 


at Age of Near 77. 


NEW YORK, May 15.—Broad- 


way paused today to bow in tri- 
bute to David Belasco, one of the 
great figures of the American 
stage. 


He died yesterday afternoon in 


his hotel apartment of a clot in one 
of the arteries near the heart. 


He had planned to celebrate his 


-seventy-seventh birthday in July 
by producing another play. 


Weakened by a protracted ill- 


came while a large matinee audi- 
ence was enjoying a performance 
of his latest play. The play was 
presented again last night, while 
tributes from the leading produc- 
ers, actors, and critics marked h5s 
passing. 


Funeral services will be held at 


11 a. m., Sunday, at the Central 
Synagogue. Rabbi Jonah B. Wise 
will officiate and Edwin Milton 
Royle, playwright, will deliver the 
eulogy. 


His body will be placed in the 


Belaeco mausoleum at Linden Hills 
cemetery, Brooklyn, beside the 
body of his wife, who died in 1926 
and bis daughter, Mrs. William El- 
liott, who died in 1911. 


His death, coming when one of 


his most successful plays was run- 
ning, fulfilled a prophecy he made 
on his seventy-fifth birthday: 


"I shall retire when I am car- 


ried, feet first, out of the theatre."' 


When Helen Gahagan, star of 


his current play, came to her dress- 
ing room after the final curtain of 
the matinee, she was told of Be- 
lasco's death and collapsed. She 
appeared in the production last 
night with the rest of the cast, 
fighting to carry on, as she said 
Belasco would have wished.

TO HOP TO CHICAGO 


Number of Experiments 


to Be Attempted 


AIR DEPOT, FAIRFIELD, O-, 


May 15—Uncle Sam mobilized his 
armies of the skies here today for 
spring maneuvers which will call 
in virtually every airplane at his 
command. 


Into a city of tents, temporary 


quarters and 
rolling acres of 


staked planes, machines winged 
their way from every quarter. 


The place took on the air of a 


giant wartime training camp, with 
its bustle and excitement. War- 
time operation regulations were 
rigidly maintained as Fairfield De- 
pot and Wright Field staffs made 
ready to house, feed and care for 
672 planes and their accompaying 
personnel. 


Early, incoming "ships" filled 


the sky, and all day long the drome 
of high speed motors told of the 
assemblage of the largest aerial 
force ever gathered. 


GO TO CHICAGO 


On the ground, a red line of near- 
ly a hundred motored gasoline 
tanks moved snakeiikc through the 
formations gassing airplanes for 
the maneuvers that will start when 
the big formation takes off for 
Chicago Tuesday morning. 


About 22 planes were here and 


before nightfall nearly everyone of 
the 672 machines ~w01 be on^he- 
ground, either here "or"at Wright 
field just over the hill. 


Commanding officers completed 


the tremendous task of assigning 
all ships their place in a complica- 
ted scheme of ground formation 
late to day, and when the new ar- 
rivals check in they will each be 
assigned a little fifty-foot square 
plot. No hanger space is avail- 
able for planes. 


They have been cleared for tem- 


porary quartering of officers and 
enlisted men, and their floor space 
is covered with about 1,500 cots. 
Some hangers have been turned in- 
to temporary mess halls, too. Many 
enlisted men were quartered m 
tents pitched beside the planes. 


SHIPS DELAYED 


The bad weather of the past sev- 


eral days, which delayed the ar- 
rival of hundreds of planes, today 
prevented the running an exper- 
imental show. 
Commanding of- 


ficers under Brigadier General 
Benjamin D. Foulois, pointed out 
that had clear weather prevailed, 
many planes not now here would 
have been safely moored, but that 
with those still enroute there would 
be little room in the air above the 
fields 
for 
delicate maneuvers. 


Machines on the ground will be 
kept there in order to facilitate 
the task of landing and assigning 
mooring plots "to the some 400 
planes due today. 


Officers in the experimental di- 


vision at Wright Field nope to be 
able to bold a show before the 
formation leaves for Chicago. A 
giant parachute designed to bring 
a disabled plane safely to earth is 
one of the newest developments un- 
dergoing tests at Wright field, and 
if time and air space permits a 
demonstration test will be made 


Not a single accident has marred 


the initial days of formation of 
the maneuvers division, and of- 
ficials have taken 
the greatest 


precaution against crashes.

VATICAN CITY, 
May 15— 


"The differences in the social con- 
ditions of the human family which 
were wisely decreed by the creator 
must not and can not ever be 
abolished." Pope Pius XI declared 
today in an encyclical on labor and 
social conditions, issued shortly be- 
fore he was scheduled to make a 
world-wide radio broadcast on the 
same subject. 


However, the time has come 


when it is "absolutely necessary 
to reconstruct the whole economic 
system of the world by bringing it 
back to the requirements of social 
justice," his holiness declared. 


The encyclical, the 
most im- 


portant pronouncement of social 
and labor conditions issued to the 
world by an ecclesiastical author- 
ity since the famous "Rerum Nov- 
arum" encyclical delivered by Pope 
Leo XHI, 40 years ago, reviews 
the whole structure of labor and 
capital of the world, together with 
the position of the chinch and its 
relation thereto. 


ADDITION TO POPE LEO 
Pope Pius plainly stated that he 


considered his encyclical today 
merely an addition or supplement 
to the-f amous "ftesuai Noyajum," 
which he cnai'^^in32aCv*air 'the 
"Magna Charta, of all" Catholic 
activities in the .social sphere." 


"It has given a solid foundation 


and a sound impulse to the devel- 
opment of socialogical and econ- 
omic principles, rendered the work- 
ing men more conscious of their 
dignity as men and Christians, in- 
spiring them to protest the moral 
and economic interest of their 
tribe, becoming in this movement 
the leaders of their fellows and 
compelling the supreme liberalism 
of their time to yield little by little 
to a new social policy more fav- 
orable to justice. 


"The Rerum Novarurn has merit- 


ed well, and still merits well of . 
civilization and social prosperity." ! 


The second part of the encyclical 


is devoted to the Pope's re-vind- 
ication of "the full right and sol- 
emn duty of the church and its 
head to intervene in social pro- 
blems—not, indeed, in technical 
matters nor for temporal ends, but 
insofar as these problems fall un- 
der the moral 
and evangelical 


law."

others by sealing air-tight." 


The U. S. Department of Agri- 


culture distributes a publication, 
"Canning Fruits and Vegetables at 
Home," which takes up in detail 
the several methods used in can- 
ning and the length of time neces- 
sary to process the various fruits 
and vegetables. The bureau says 
that it is not safe to can non-acid 
fruits and vegetables and meat ex- 
cept under pressure. 


Strawberries, rhubarb, aspara- 


gus, spinach, and other greens are 
the fruits and vegetables which 
are either Jn season or just coming 
m now, depending on the locality. 
The season for rhubarb is compar- 
atively brief. Its refreshing tart- 
ness has an established association 
along with the food that are con- 
sidered natural spring tonics. If 
there is a surplus of rhubarb in 
the home garden, or if the market 
price :s reasonable, the bureau sug- 
gests canning rhubarb. It is an 
excellent addition to the diet in 
all seasons and contrary to the 
opinion of some food faddists, the 
digestive system handles it well 
along with other foods, whether 
protein, carbohydrate or fat.

To make a fluffy omlet for a 


family of five use from 4 to 5 eggs. 
For a four egg omelet, beat the 
yolks thoroughly and add 4 table- 
spoons of milk. If preferred, the 
milk may be heated; it will then 
cook the yolks slightly when it is 
added and will give the mixture a 
smoother consistency.
